RepabUean, 
but the thousands of word* of text 
added little to what has be«a atade 
known to the publie throagh BOWS- 
paper accounts. 

The confidential and vital infor- 
mation sought by the Senate was re- 
fused on th* ground that Its pubU- 
oation is "IncompaUbl* with the 
public Interest." 

The data disclosed that 7G Ameri- 
cans were killed in Mexico in the 
years 1913, 19U and 1915, as com- 
pared with 17 in three years preced- 
ing, aad that SO elTlllaa Ambrteans 
and 16 soldiers were killed on Amer- 
ican soil In the last three years as a 
result of Mexican troubles. 

Seirelar.v I^ansin^^'s narration of 
the seven-power I'an-Ainerican con- 
ference, which luvlted the warring 
factions in Mexleo to a peace eon- 
veatlon, iadleates that Vletorlana 
Carrania won the support of the 
Conference by ref\isinK to cnniply 
■with lis request. The Villa Cenerals 
individually Indicated tlieir comidi' 
ance with the request for a peace 
conference; the Carransa leaders de- 
cliiied IndlTtdaally to maka. replies, 
referring th* whol* subjaet to Car- 
ranza. 

According to Mr. Lansing, the in- 
dependence or obduracy of the Car- 
ranzlstas convinced the members of 
the Pan-American conference that 
Carrania was the oaly man with any 
■amUaaa* at aa«trol svar a large 
attmb*r of leaders and territory. 

As to the ability of Carransa to 
fulfill hlH |)ronilHe8 to protect foreign 
Uvea and property, I^ansing said that

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 21.— By dic- 
tum in the opinion of Judge Hurt, 
upholding the validity of the Fay- 
ette county road bond issne of fSOO,- 
000, road bond issues In thirteen^ 
counties, involving Issues a noun - 
ing to $2,840,000, whiili carried by 
a majority but not a two-lhiraa vote, 
probably will be validated. 

Referring to Section lo7a of the 
Consttitution, permitting counties to 
vote road bond issues not in excels 
of 3 per ce:u of the total property 
asa< ;!sni( at. and Section 4:!ii7, Xeri 
tiieky S!at\ites, Jiid'-'e linri s'id: 

"Neither the Constitutional provis- 
ion nor the sttitute tidopted to c.irry 
into eifect its provisions, requires 
more than a majority of thos* vot- 
ing at the election to give their as- 
sent m order to authorise the In-, 
debtcdness to be incurred.'' 

Section l'>7 of the ("onsi itutlon 
amended in 1909, re<iuired tw;i- 
thirds of those voting to carry the 
propositiOB, but th* road bond 
amendment says nothing about the 
majority necessary. This question' 
was not raised In the Fayette ease, 
as bonds had more tlian twa- 
thirds of the votes cast, but the 
contention waa. made that twb- 
thirds of all tha voters of the county 
did not vote for it. After passing 
upon this point. Judge Hurt went 
further and said a iser* majority is 
sufflcient. 

None of the counties in which 
bond issuea carried but failed of a 
two4h]rds tot*, hav* broaght the 
queatloa squarely before the court, 
and In some of them officials, be- 
lievluK the election lost, have deiv 
notliiiiK for several niontlis toward 
Issuing the hends, while Pulaskl has 
voted $300,000 bond Issues three 
times, but the 5 per cent limit, of 
course, wlU prevent the county issu- 
ing $900,000 In road bonds. I

The competi- 
tive wage condemns him to sacrifice 
aTl his own life and the lives of tlio«;e 
dopondont uiion lii'ii. The one aims 
at tho consorvallon of the Ininuin 
race and the other at its ■'°struc- 
tion. The one will produce 'auperlor 
generations ot men la the future, 
while the other oaa havo no other 
effect except to produce future men 
lower In physique and in mental 
power. 

The living wage must not only 
supply the neaaaaarioa ot the family 
while the wage eamor to employed, 

but It must be high enough to pro- 
ride against seasons of uneniiiloy- 
ment and against aec ident or siek- 
noss. In other words, there must 
be a surplus above the requiremontg 
for the hare necessarlea and even 
reasonable comforts of life, so that 
the family ma/ not be destltnto un- 
der ordinary conditions of employ- 
ment or of sickness or accident, in 
every respect a living v.age that is 
in truth a living wage must provide 
for the Well being and comfort of 
the wage earner and his family, as- 
summing, ot eoaioa, that tho eipen- 
seg ot the family are not profligate 
and that the earnings are not waated 
on vicious hahits. 

A living wago has got to bo un- 
derstood as providing for the edu 
cation of the children and keeping 
them at sehool until thoy have mar 
tared. The idea of immature chil- 
dren being forced Into the mills and 
worksliops at tender years and with, 
out edue.ition is hecomiiig inoie and 
mor e rejiugnant to tho best thinkers, 
who agree that the sureat way to de- 
stroy the future of the human race 
la to dwarf the minds and the bod- 
ies of the chlldrea by ooadamning 
them to hard labor whan th^ oaght 
to be at si'hool. 

Theri> is another factor of th«t 
living wage that deserves especial 
and earnest attention. The liv- 
ing wage to Ito brand a*aae wtU pro- 
loBg the Uvea at tka waga aaraars. 
In a statement publtokad to tke Chi- 
cago Herald, Major Oeagfal William 
C. C.orgas, concedod to bO ane of

ORlcera were to be obtained largely 
from the National Ouard, from tba 
regular army list and from the va- 
rious military schools, and were to 
he paid on the baato ot rogolar army 

olTlcors. 

The continental army plan imme- 
diately came into conflict with tho 
National Ouard ayatam and mat with 
riolent oppoaltlon on the part of 
supporters of the latter In Congreas.
